“Fresh from the Gardens” 
The Better Way 


A news item containing only a few lines appeared recently in one of 
Western Canada’s daily papers. It was not featured in big type nor with 
display headings as are murders, accidents, strikes, meeting of protest over 
relief quotas, etc., but it nevertheless recorded an event of real importance to 
the community concerned which might well be accepted and acted upon by 
other communities all over the country. 

In order to provide a measure of relief assistance to people in need of it, 
the local authorities decided that, instead of continuing with a policy of giv- 
ing direct relief to the exclusion of any and all other forms of assistance, 
they would provide a measure of work, and the news item to which refer- 
ence is now made recorded the results, which, briefly, were: 

One hundred miles of rural telephone lines badly in need.of repair were 
re-constructed, the old poles cut off and re-set, ten rural systems were re- 
duced to seven, the old wire and insulators thus saved were utilized to repair 
the lines on the seven systems, between 30 and 40 residents of the com- 
munity were each given fifteen days work, and the only cash outlay for new 
materials was $4.25. 

Several highly important things were thus accomplished. First and 
foremost these men instead of being placed deeper in debt, as they would 
have been if merely handed direct relief, were given remunerative work 
which enabled them to discharge some of their past indebtedness. Secondly, 
the rural telephone systems which serve their own community were re- 
established for the benefit of the people there, and these systems likewise 
were again placed in a position as feeders to the long distance Government 


system. \Thirdly, all the money expended, except $4.25, went to the people 
of the di t who most badly needed it, and no additional capital debt was 
placed on rural telephone company, while the reduction of ten systems 


to seven should make for efficiency and less cost in operation. 

It would appear to be gain to the people all round,~~—in work provided, 
in past debts or taxes reduced, in restored and improved telephone service 
for the community and the probability of larger future revenues to the 
Government long distance system. It was worthwhile, constructive work 
without the imposition of any additional burden of debt. 

Attention is called to this incident for one reason, and one reason only, 
and that is, to suggest to readers of this column, and in particular to those 
occupying some position of authority in their particular community, that 
they take a look around their own districts and see if there is not some kind 
of useful community work in which their own people in need of assistance 
—— employed to their benefit and to the benefit of the community as 
a whole. 

There are other rural telephone lines in Western Canada badly in need 
of repair and rehabilitation; there are local roads that call for improvement; 
there are school buildings that require attention and repairs; there are other 
things, large and smail, that have been neglected because of lack of funds. 


, Why not make a survey of the community, and then organize the people 


to attend to all such matters, giving those in need of assistance an opportun- 
ity to work off burdensome arrears of taxes or earn a few dollars, instead 
of relying solely upon the distribution of direct relief. 

By the one method municipalities are placed in a stronger position fin- 
ancially because their tax arrearages are reduced; by the other both munici- 
palities and its residents are placed deeper in debt. Furthermore, by the 
one method the community as a whole is bettered and improved and its ser- 
vices and institutions efficiently maintained, and the morale of its people 
strengthened; by the other neither the municipality nor its residents have 
anything to show for their added liabilities but the fact that they maintained 
sa existence, leaving to the future the ultimate discharge of those liabil- 

ies. 

What one community has done for its own advancement and the welfare 
of its people, many other communities can do, if they will. It requires 
= ht, study, planning and organization, and a will to work. Meeting the 

lute necessities of people through the distribution of direct relief is, no 
donk, an easier ‘way,—for the time being. But sooner or later the burden 
must be carried, and paid off, and the longer the grappling with it is de- 
ferred the larger, heavier, and more difficult the burden becomes. ‘Why not 
tackle it now in a forward-looking, constructive way? 

One method, it may be said in conclusion, inspires new hope and confi- 
dence, with one good example encouraging another, whereas the other 
method leads to deeper discouragement and a further loss of that self- 
reliance and determination to provide self-help which is essential to the 
maintenance and further progrems of =, People and of all communities.

Inspectors Checking Up To See. That 
Consumers Recelve Full Weight 
Recently inspectors of the” Datty 

and Cold Storage Branch of the Do- 
minion Department of Agrictiture 
have been making a closer check up 
of the weights of prints of butter in 
order to insure that the corsuiher is 
receiving full weight. This has dis- 
closed that the legal requirements 
concerning the sale of butter are not 
being strictly observed by some ven- 
dors. 

These regulations provide in, Sub- 
section 3 (a) of Section 6 of Part I. 
of The Dairy Industry Act that any 
butter intended for sale that has been 
moulded or cut into prints, blocks, 
squares or pats must be: 

“of the full net weight of one- 
quarter pound, one-half pound, one 
pound or two pounds, but nothing 
in this paragraph shall be held to 
apply to butter in rolls or lumps, of 
indiscriminate weight, as sold by 
farmers.” 

The inspectors will continue the 
check up throughout Canada in order 
to see that consumers receive full net 
weight.

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Approval Of Public Health — 


Measures Under Federal Control 


Is Expressed 


Seeking concerted action by the 
federal and provincial governments 
in ‘matters of public health, Dr. Gor- 
Gon Bates, general director of the 
‘Canadian Social Hygiene Council, 
made known the canvassed opinions 
of provincial authorities with a view 
to co-ordinated measures under Do- 
minion authority, arrived at through 
& federal-provincial conference, 

Dr. Bates declared that in the Bri- 
tish North America Act the only 
reference to health was in subjects 
dealing with quarantine and estab- 
Ushment and maintenance of marine 
hospitals. Because of this, he be- 
lieved there was “no good reason why 
the: Dominion should not enter into 
full participation in any scheme for 
the promotion of health throughout 
Canada.” 

From each of the nine provinces 
came expressions of approval of co- 
operation along health lines. 

Hon. G. M. Weir, provincial secre- 
tary for Britigh Columbia, said his 
province “is anxious to oo-operate 
with the federal authorities in the 
Promotion of public health which we 
regard as the very cornerstone of 
national well-being,” and declared 
“from the standpoint of scientific pub- 
lic health, provincial boundary lines 
have little significance.” 

From Alberta came pronounce- 
ment of Hon. George Hoadley; min- 
» ister of health, that “there can be 
no question in regard to the desira- 
Wility of representatives of the vari- 
ous provinelal governments and the 
‘federal government meeting for the 
purpose of giving consideration to 
the many health problems confront- 
ing us, both provincially and nation- 
ally; the question of health is one 
Which is vital not only to each of the 
Provinces but to our country as a 
whole.” 

Hon. J. M. Uhrich, minister of 
public health for Saskatchewan, 
stated “there appears to be a definite

The Agricultural Situation 


“The Agricultural Situation” will 
again be the subject of a special re- 
port to be issued early in January, 
1935. Even more complete informa- 
tion concerning agricultural condi- 
tions and markets both in Canada 
and other countries than was possible 
in the first report published last 
March will be provided. 

Fourteen committees, the members 
of which are officers of the Dominion 
Departments of Agriculture, and 
Trade and Commerce, who are work- 
ing in co-operation with representa- 
tives of the Provincial Departments 
of Agriculture and Agricultural Col- 
leges, Are preparing the report. This 
year a greater effort Is being made 
to secure more comipléte details on 
conditions in export markets and the 
nature of the competition which may 
be expected from other countries. 
The committees will submit the con- 
clusions from the information they 
obtain at a conference to be held at 
the end of November, at which it is 
expected representatives of the dif- 
ferent provinces will be present. The 
work this year, as last, is being car- 
ried on under the direction of a com- 
mittee appointed by the National 
Advisory Committee on Agricultural 
Services. :

Carry Infection To Wide Area 

“Somewhere between 1945 and1955, 
if not before, there will be another 
widespread visitation of grippe, 
which will afflict the entire world.” 

That is the belief of Dr. James 
Torrens, senior physician at St. 
George's hospital, London. 

Writing in the “British Medical 
Journal,” Dr. Torrens says: 

“These pandemic visitations spread 

with the precise speed of human in- 
ter-communication, and their range 
is only limited by the movements of 
humanity, so that at the present 
time, with airplane and other trans- 
port facilities, no part of the earth 
is likely to escape the malign influ- 
ence.

Selling Canadian Scenery 


Department Of The Interior En- 
couraging Travel To This Country 
From The U.S. 

With a view to encouraging travel 
to this country froin the United 
States, the Minister of the Interior 
supplied, during the 1934 travel .sea- 
son, 130 offices of automobile clubs in 
the leading United States cities with 


attractively mounted photographic 
views of representative Canadian 
scenes for window displays. Each set 
was accompanied by a printed in- 
vitation to members and non-mem- 
bers to “apply within” for maps 
showing main connecting highways 
between the two countries and book- 
lets issued by the Department of the 
Interior on How to Enter Canada, 
Vacationing in Canada, Canoe Trips, 
Sport Fishing, and Hunting. 

In every case the window displays 
aroused great interest and undoubt- 
edly resulted in considerable num- 
bers beirig induced to visit Canada 
during the vacation season. One 
automobile club in Pennsylvania 
wrote as follows: “The material was 
looked over with a lot of interest by 
sportsmen and others in this vicinity. 
My personal observation of travel to 
Canada during the year 1934, proves 
that the tourist is still interested in 
your country. We thought that the 
repeal of the 18th Amendment would 
lessen travel to your country but 
evidently this was not so.” Another 
in the District of Columbia made the 
following comments: ‘Have had the 
set in our window practically every 
day during the summer and it seem- 
ed as if every one of our members 
was making a trip to Canada.” A 
third, in Illinois, stated: “The display 
attracted a lot of attention among 
members and others who stopped to 
make inquiry. We routed a number 
through Canada.” A fourth, in 
Ohio, made the following remarks: 
“The pictures went over big, and I 
had scores of people in my office tell- 
ing me how they enjoyed them and 
that they had stimulated an interest 
in, and urge to travel to Canada.” 

In view of the success of the un- 
dertaking it is proposed to expand the 
work by extending co-operation to 
such -other automobjle clubs and 
travel bureaus as have window dis- 
play facilities. The beneficial effect 
from a tourist business point of view 
is quite obvious. 


Straw As Fodder 


Excellent When Supplemented With 
Some High Protein Feed 

While straw is not generally con- 
sidered as a nutri feed for live- 
stock, yet in times of fodder scarcity 
it is very valuable, 

Horses and dry cows may be win- 
tered entirely on straw, if supple- 
mented by one-half to three-quarters 
of a pound of linseed oil meal a day, 
or other similar protein feed. A ra- 
tion of ‘half straw and half legume 
hay will carry such stock through 
the winter in excellent condition. 
Little straw should be used for bed- 
ding this year when it is needed for 
feed. Good oat straw contains a 
considerable amount of total nutri- 
ents, though practically no protein. 
This is why straw alone makes a poor 
showing as an exclusive feed for live- 
stock, but when supplemented with a 
little high protein feed, its carbo- 
hydrate content can be utilized to ex- 
cellent advantage. When feeding 
straw, always provide plenty of min- 
eral matter in addition. Give cattle, 
horses and sheep free access to a 
mixture of 28 pounds of bone meal, 
50 pounds of finely ground limestone, 
20 pounds of salt, 2 pounds of tron 
oxide, one-half ounce of copper sul- 
phate and one ounce of potassium 
lodide, 

In feeding value, oat straw leads, 
with barley, wheat and rye straw 
following in the order named. Corn 
fodder, when harvested before the 


the | leaves dry up and blow away, is 


considerably more valuable than the 
straw of the small grains. Sweet 
clover straw, after threshing out the 
seed, is especially valuable in a year 
like this. 


Orientals Want Bibles * 

During last year in Japan the 
circulation of the Bible was greater 
than in any year since the organiza- 
tion of the distribution agency in 
1876, while in China the various 
Scripture distribution agencies cir- 
culated more complete Bibles than in 
any year since the beginning of 
evangelical effort in that field, the 
society reported. Not only in the 
Orient, but also in South America, 
was a boom in Bible distribution re- 
ported, 


Construction of an important mil!- 
tary air base in the Malay archi- 
pelago is being considered by the 
British air ministry, it was learned, 
in conjunction with its vast plan to 
expand existing air communications 
and protect the far-flung outposts of 
the empire. 

There are at present three so- 
called aerial “empire routes"—one of 
them with regular air connections, the 
other with partial aeroplane service 
and the third being ¢ontemplated. 
They are London-to-Melbourne, Lon- 
don-Cape Town and London-Ottawa. 

Regular air service on the Aus- 
tralian line at present goes only as 
far as Singapore, Straits Settlements. 
This, however, is soon to be expanded 
so as to link the British capital with 
Melbourne. 

“Protection” of the Malay archi- 
pelago by means of an air base, it 
was pointed out, is therefore a nat- 
ural outcome of such aerial connec- 
tion and at the same time a strategic 
measure of vital importance. 

The weekly air service is in opera- 
tion “between England and Cape 
Town, Union of South Africa. It is 
believed the first 10-day air journey 
to the union will in the near future 
be accelerated to eight or nine days 
with twice-weekly connections. 

The Ottawa plan is still incomplete. 
Contrary to assertions made recently 
by certain newspapers that such an 
airline would crystallize shortly, Lord 
Londonderry, minister of air, an- 
nounced in the House of Commons 
that the ministry envisaged no such 
move at present. 


Homing Instinct Of Pigeons 


Theory Is That Magnetic Influence 
Draws Racer Rack 
Thousands of British racing pig- 
eons are liberated every week-end at 
distances ranging from 100 to 700 
miles from their lofts, yet except in 
the case of severe Channel storms or 
attacks by peregrine falcons, few fail 
to find their way home. Training, 
however thorough, does not entirely 
account for the homing instinct. One 
theory is that when, a bird is taken 
from the loft, a kind of invisible 
elastic or magnetic influence is set 
up, which draws the racer irresistibly 
back from wherever it is released. 
Pigeons of the second generation, 
bred in the same loft, appear to have 
this power more highly developed 
than others. The most expert fanciers 
are at a loss to explain a recent well- 
authenticated case, where a brood of 
pigeons, hatched out in an English 
loft, flew straight back to that loft, 
having never previously set eyes on 

Britain. . 


Europe’s First Woman Doctor 


Practiced In Strassbourg And Also 

Worked In Orient Z 
“Dr. Mathilda Thyssen of Bern, 
Switzerland, pioneer woman physi- 
cian, celebrated her 96th: birthday 
this autumn. ' 

The wife of a German physician, 
Dr. Thyssen began her studies at 20 
at the University of Paris. At that 
time German universities still kept 
their doors closed to women. 

After obtaining the certificate of 
“health and pharmacy officer” the 
persistent woman was forced to con- 
sider her career as a student at an 
end in France, so she went to Lis- 
bon, Portugal, and there obtained the 
first degree of doctor of medicine ever 
given to a woman in Europe. 

During most of her life Dr. Thys- 
sen practiced 
worked professionally in Japan and 
China too. During the wars of 1866 
and 1870 she worked among the sol- 
diers at the front. —

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Canada Goes Radio 
Isolation Of Farm And Wilderness 
Has Been Banished Forever ' 

Across Canada's vast expanse from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific and from 
the International Boundary to the 
Arctic, the radio has made a most 
successful invasion of Canadian 
homes. A marked increase is shown 
in the number of radio licences issued 
by the Canadian Government during 
the first six months of the current 
fiscal year, from April to the end of 
September, which totalled 548,249, a 
gain of approximately 45,600 licences 
over the number issued in the first 
half of the preceding fiscal year. 
Furthermore, licences issued during 
six months of this year represent 
over 77 per cent. of the total number 
issued during the whole of the last 
fiscal year. 

In a country where the population 
is scattered over wide areas, as it is 
in many parts of Canada, the bene- 
fits resulting from the radio are al- 
most immeasurable and represent a 
most decided forward step in human 
progress. The isolation of the farm 
and bush has been banished forever, 
and the loneliest farmer, worker, or 
resident of the most distant area is 
by a flick of a dial brought into 
direct touch with the heart of civil- 
ization. Canada may “listen in” to 
an almost unlimited variety of pro- 
grams from her own broadcasting 
stations, These include varied forms 
of musical entertainment and drama, 
educational talks and courses, latest 
market news, weather forecasts, 
news summaries, and the Canadian 
Department of Agriculture is now 
utilizing the Coast-to-Coast network 
of the Canadian Radio Commission | 
to ‘present a series of weekly discus- 
siens on agricultural topics. 

Production of radios in the Domin- 
ion during the first half of the calen- 

. dar year numbered 57,984 sets, which 
was the highest figure for the period 
for ahy year since 1931, and was 
more than double the output in the 
first half of 1933. Imports of radio 
sets, tubes and parts, valued at $1,- 
255,995 for the first nine months of 
1934 were the highest since 1931. 
Radio receiving sets in use in Canada 
when the last census was taken num- 
bered 770,436 and since that date 
sales of Canadian-made radios 
totalled 517,343. Since the last. cen- 
sus in June, 1931, the value of radios 
produced in Canada is estimated at 
over $26,000,000, the imports at $6,- 
750,000, and the exports at nearly 
$1,000,000, leaving an approximate 
consumption of $31,750,000.

Some Unwritten Rules 
Certain Code That Courteous Motor- 
ists Will Always Observe 

Many a motorist seems to have 
forgotten that courtesy is just as 
necessary on the road as in the 
drawing room. To make driving safe 
it is just as necessary to obey a cer- 
tain code of unwritten rules as it ts 
to obey the traffic laws. Too fre- 
quently the man or woman who is 
everything a lady or gentleman 
should be in the home, on the street 
or in business, becomes a_ positive 
boor when behind the wheel of a 
motor car. 

For instance, there is the motorist 
who seems unable to drive straight. 
He goes down a wide street as if his 
was the only car in the world, utter- 
ly unthinking and seemingly unaware 
that as he wavers from side to side 
he causes unnecessary trouble to 
every other driver on the stroet. 
Then there is the man whose arm 
seemingly becomes paralyzed when a 
left turn is to be made and causes all 
behind to burn brake linings because 
he gives no signal. Or the one who 
turns into the centre of a wide street 
to make a right-hand turn. Worst 
of all is that creature in a perpetual 
rush, the man or woman who makes 
a@ right hand turn on a green light 
tooting an evil-sounding horn and 
pushing pedestrians who have a per- 
fect right to cross without this an- 
noyance. 

The too cautious motortst frequent- 
ly is just as great an offender against 
the rules of common driving courtesy 
such as the one whd drives down 
the very centre of a wide street, or 
a highway, at a snail's pace so that 
all who would pass must take risks. 
The driver whose car is parked on a 
busy street and neglects to signal 
his or her intention of pulling out 
and the one who parks on a busy 
street with the rear wheels sticking 
two feet into traffic, also have some- 
thing to learn. 

It is attention to such details, the 
unwritten courtesy code of the road, 
that helps make motoring more 
pleasant for all, and safer. The sea- 
son has arrived when many drive 
with windows up, but it should not 
be forgotten that the law compels left 
hand turn signals, glass or no glass. 
It is a law and a most simple act of 
courtesy and safety, yet it is usually 
‘disregarded.—Ottawa Journal.

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Announced 

A new method of making motor 
oils by “washing” crude petroleum, 
with predictions of savings to motor- 
ists, was announced by the Socony- 
Vacuum Oll Company. 

This ‘is the first announcement of 
one of the greatest revolutions in the 
history of petroleum, which has been 
under way quietly more than a year 
in the laboratories of several of the 
foremost United States oil companies. 

The new “washing” is analogous 
to a woman's method of taking a stain 
out of a beautiful fabri¢, with a sol- 
vent, or cleaning fluid. In place of 
stains, crude petroleum contains tars, 
gums, sludges and sulphurs which 
must be refined out to get motor oil. 

The process announced uses two 
cleaning fluids, or solvents. One is| 
mild, a substance named chrysalic 
acid, The other is propane, a liquid 
many degree below zero in tempera- 
ture. Propane is normally a gas, but 
under compression turns to icy liquid, 
' When these two are poured 4nto 
crude petroleum the result is some- 
what like settling the dirt to the bot- 
tom in a glass of muddy water. The 
milk acid dissolves and settles im- 
purities in the petroleum. The pro- 
pane absorbes the desirable parts of 
the oil, 

This clear propane-oil mixture is 
drawn off. When it warms up to room 
temperature, the propane bubbles off 
in the form of gas, leaving a motor 
oll said to be superior in every re- 
spect. 

The announcement states that this 
“new way to refine oil is expected to 
change the entire trend of present 
day refining, and save millions of dol- 
lars for motorists.”

Not Found In Jungles 


Bananas And Cocoanuts Only Grow 
When Cultivated States Explorer 
The explorer who déclares he lived 

in the uninhabited jungle off cocoa- 

nuts and bananas lays himself open 
to suspicion of prevarication, unless 
he brought the fruits with him. 

So says Dr. Samuel H. Williams of 
the University of Pittsburg, who has 
“Just returned from his fifth visit to 
the South American fastnesses called 
“the green hell.” 

Cocoanuts and bananas grow in an 
edible state only under cultivation—- 
not in the trackless jungle, he ex- 


plains. 
In the course of his treks into the 
jungle fastnesses, Dr. Williams 


travelled into the least explored 
areas of wilderness between the 
Amazon and Orinoco rivers. There, 
overgrown with tangled masses of 
foliage and nearly impassable, is for- 
est of the Amazon valley termed 
“green hell.” 

Innumerable specimens of that 
jungle country, carried back here by 
the professor of zoology, have en- 
riched the Carnegie Museum collec- 
tions. 

In spite of the phrase, “green 
hell,” Dr, Williams is of the opinion 
that many features of jungle life and 
its dangers have been exaggerated. 
However, in travelling in the Ama- 
zon country, exploring parties must 
be wary of poisonous snakes, tropical 
diseases and of falling trees, branches 
and fruits. Large branches or clus- 
ters of fruit drop from great heights 
with sufficient force to crush one's 
skull. For this reason Dr. Williams 
and his associates wore the custom- 
ary hard rubber helmets.

The Lancashire cotton mills have 
removed their embargo on exporta- 
tion of British cotton goods to Ger- 
many. 

The British House of Commons, de- 
bating the betting and lotteries bill, 
rejected an amendment in favor of 
permitting state lotteries. The vote 
was 219 to 47. 

Otokar Hoffman, accused of partial 
responsibility for the recent hunger 
strike of coal miners at Pecs, Hun- 
gary, hurled himself to death from 
the third floor of police headquarters. 

Recommendation that reciprocal 
trade negotiations between Canada 
and the United States be instituted 
without delay was made in a resolu- 
tion approved by the national foreign 
trade convention at New York. 

U.S. Agricultural Adjustment Ad- 
ministration officials are striving to 
ascertain the cattle feed supply need- 
ed this Winter.

Venom Of Snakes 


Doctors Discover New Treatment For 
Uncontrollable Bleeding 

The venom of snakes may possess 
mysterious properties helpful in the 
treatment of haemophilia, it was .in- 
dicated by. the researches of two Bri- 
tish physicians. 

A new treatment for the disease— 
an uncontrollable bleeding from 

hich the sons of former King Al- 
fonso of Spain are sufferers—was 
described in the Lancet, English 
medical journal, by Drs. R. G. Mac- 
Farlane and Burgess Barnett. 

The physicians based their study 
of the hitherto incurable malady on 
the knowledge that the poisons of 
many snakes cause blood to clot. 
After numerous tests they found the 
venom of the viper to be most effar- 
tive for their purposes. From it they 
developed what they believed to be a 
safe technique in the treatment of 
the disease.

No Daisayes For Negligence 


Careless People Cannot Expect Com- 
pensation For Injuries 

In an action tried in Ontario before 
& Middlesex jury the other day, in 
which damages for injuries were ask- 
ed, a verdict was given that will have 
a@ very widespread effect on all cases 
of compensation for injuries suffered. 
Suit was entered against the Mel- 
bourne Agricultural Society by a 
father on behalf of his son, 10 years 
old, who was injured on the racetrack 
at the fair. In spite of warnings 
given to keep off the track through 
a loudspeaker he persisted in getting 
into the zone of danger, with the re- 
sult that he was knocked down by a 
racehorse, receiving injuries to his 
knee. 

The jury deliberated on the case 
and found that the boy had suffered 
on account of his own carelessness 
and, hence, was not entitled to dam- 
ages... 

The significance of the verdict is 
that it throws the responsibility on 
people themselves for exercising 
reasonable caution. If they are care- 
less and negligent they cannot expect 
to collect damages from others on 
the ground that the latter are re- 
sponsible for their safety. It is pos- 
sible that if this principle were press- 
ed more energetically there would be 
fewer accidents.—Brantford Exposi- 
tor. 


Sopwith Is Real Sport 


Admits Mistakes And Says He May 
Challenge Again 

Mr. Sopwith, on his return to Eng- 
land, informed the press that the 
reason he had not.the America’s 
cup with him was that he had made 
more mistakes than his opponent.
